THE DEAD PRESIDE!^. 

Vostorilay, willi the pomp of great 
processions, the tolling of bolls and the 
ilismal boom of minute gnns, the casket 
containing the mortil remains or the 
late Mr. Uaufelu was carried to the 
quiet graveyard ami laid away to rost 
among his old neighhorp. A few months 
before he loft his Oliioan hoiiw with 
the warm congratulation.'! of friends 
svho had watched lii.s rise from tho 
towlino to the highest ofiico within, tho 
gift of the republic. Yesterday he was 
•arried back to his loved state and 
amid blinding tears and heartrending 
sobs the earth closed over him forever. 
No president since Wasi£1.\c:ton lias 
been so beloved by the nation at largi' 
as Gaufieli). Lincoln was a great 
and true man, but dying as lie ilid at 
the close of the national struggle for 
existence, his death was mourned by 
the people of but one section of tho 
Union. Gaufiei.d's ofTicial carivr be- 
<'an at a time when the intense feeling 
engendered by the reboUion had be- 
gun to cool and when the division lines 
of North and South were beginning to 
be obliterated. Si.x months was a short 
administration, but during that time he 
had done more than all his predeces- 
sors had accomplished. His sickbed 
brought about the pacification of the 
North and South. The people of the 
two sections .sympathized with the suf- 
fering man and now acros.s his l)!oody 
grave look into each other's eyes witli 
a kindliness that never beforccliaractcr- 
ized thoni. 'riiereforo we say that llAit 
kikld's administration, though brief, 
was not a failure. He has brought his 
countrymen together. Ho has knit 
them as they were never knit before in 
the brotherhood of state.s. In his gnive 
is buried all the bitterness and heart- 
burnings. There went out from tiiaC 
sickroom an inlluence that will be felt 
in American politics for luany years; 
and no man can say with truth that 
James A. Garfield lived and died in 
vain I May the blood of this martyr 
prove a peacc ofl'ering to the nation. 

THE YALE IIKIAKF fry I). 

We cannot compliment our respect- 
able contemporary of the .Sentinel upon 
his attitude towards the Vale relief 
fund. Tho remarks that there is a 
large faiuily in need at that place was 
sustained by the statements of a de- 
putation from Vale who waited upon 
the JIayor of this city and so informed 
him; and we regret that our usually 
correct and always esteemed contem- 
porary has thrown cold water upon the 
praiseworthy eflbrts that were being 
made to raise a roof over that family's 
head, and to provide Yale witli the 
means of extinguishing fires as well.

The Sentinel should be 
satisfied with tho success which at- 
tended its ellbrts to kill the whole 
movement; a result which we shall ever 
deeply deplore.

GALLIFET AND GA MRETTA. 

The Marquis de Gallifet, whose 
name the telegraph despatches stated 
was flung in taunt at Ga.mbetta during 
the election times in France, was 
favourite aide-decamp of Emperor 
Louis Napoleon, and v.'as the life of 
tho court. When the Mexican expe- 
dition was starting he obtained jier- 
mission to join it. He was blown up 
at the storming of Puebla, and sent to 
the military hcspital with his flesh ami 
muscles tattered and torn, and .scarcely 
an unbroken bone in his body, but lie 
was so rich in pluck and French gaiety 
that ho, to the wonderment of- tkoi •sur- 
geons, pulled through. A cat has nine 
lives, and the ^Marquis is a humanized 
— which is a very difl'erent thing from 
a humane — feline. He was tliu em- 
bodiment of cruelty, and ^la.ximilian 
had to get rid of him. Gambetta'h 
offence was in attending a .social gather- 
ing at Gallifet'b.

IN MEMORIAM. 

The Biirial of Jamet A. G-arfield.— Tho 
Oeromoaiftt is Victoria. 

The obaequLeS of James A. Garfield, tho 
murdered president of the United States, 
were appointed to bo lield at Cleveland, 
Ohio, at 2 o'clock jestorday afternoon. 
The remains were at that hour interred in 
Hayview Cemetery, in a lot donated by 
the State and consecrated for tho purpose 
of receiving the illustrious dust. At 
precisely four o'cloek yesterday aftornoiin 
the guns of H. M. S. Thctia lying at Esqui- 
mau and of tho Victoria Oarrison Artil- 
lery at Beacon Hill commenced to fire 
rounds of lOO miniito f,'un3, while tho 
fire and churoli hells tolled with mea- 
sured beat the sad requiem of tho 
departed presitlont. Tho Hags meanwhile 
drooped sadly at half-niast and tho 
mourning on the Consulate and other 
buildings waved in tho afternoon air in 
full sympathy with the occasion. Numer- 
ous persons were met on the streets wear- 
ing upon the left arm a badge of mourn- 
ing. This ob.servanco was not confined 
to American citizens — many British sub- 
jects joining in tho demonstration. After 
12 o'clock all the banks and public oflicos 
and business houses Vioro closed and 
business was entirely suspended. Since 
the day on which S'r James Douglas was 
borne to the grave there has been no 
demonstration in Victoria equalling in 
solemnity that of yesterday. It was a 
great popular outpouring of warm sympa- 
thy with a nation of English-speaking 
l)eople who enjoy tiie greatest of earthly 
lilessings-frco institutions, at wIrisc 
head a deadly blow was struck. 

.ME.MOItlAI, .SERVICES. 

On Sunday afternoon the Methodist 
church was densely crowded by an atten- 
tive congragation. The Rov. Coverdale 
Wetson, pastor of the church, and Rev. 
R. H. Smith, pastor of the I'irst Presby- 
terian church, occui)iod the jiulpit, which 
was most beautifully dr.ipcil by Jlr. Gun. 
M. Weston, two largo American Hags be- 
ing festooned in front of the altar, bound 
with crape and intertwined with llowora 
and branches of erwgiTon. Amongst the 
congregation were many Americans as 
well as representatives of other nationali- 
ties. The gentlemen mostly wore crape 
on their left arm; the ladies crape on their 
bonnets. The services thmughciit were 
impressive and touching. 

Miss Andrews, the organist, oiicned the 
service with a plaintive voluntary on the 
organ. Rev. Mr. Watson gave out Hymn 
42, whichhavingbeen sungby thechoiraiiil 
congregation with much fervor, Mr. Wat- 
son delivered a beautiful and ai)pro|>riate 
prayer. He referred to tho long and wast- 
ing illness of tho deceased, the painful 
suspense which occupied tho public mind 
for many days, the saddening ellect on tho 
world when the end came. He spoke of 
(lod as the only rest and refuge, existing 
from everlasting t i everlasting while we 
are but ileeting mortals, decreed to lose 
our dearest and tendercst treasures, our 
best beloved in spite of our yearning tn 
to keep them with us. The congregation 
had met in sympathy witli that great na- 
tion who were |)assing through a severe 
trial, and he jn-ayed tiiat the eli'ect of the 
ordeal on the natiimal character and in- 
stitutions might be for good. A man fal- 
len from God had done tho deed. He 
yielded to a spirit of sin and unbelief and 
struck the Lord's annointed. The rever- 
end gentleman prayed for the assassin's 
soul. He asked God to rej^ard tho afflict- 
ed family with favor; to lift up and fortify 
the aged mother with streiijjth and to 
teach her that even in the grave she had 
hopjspn back again in her embrace, for he 
was a good man and a man of Ood. In 
conclusion he prayed that tho richest 
blessings of Heaven might rest upon tho 
nation; that they might be taught to throw 
away political intrigue and evil, and that 
all tho nations of the earth might learn an 
equal lesson. 

Tho choir sang the anthem '"Cast thy 
burthen on the Lord." Rev. Mr. Smiili 
read a selection from the 93rd I'salm, 
commencing, "The Lord reigneth and is 
clothed in majesty." The choir rendered 
the 735th Hymn and subsc(|ucntly tho 
sweet and affecting funeral dirge "Tliey 
are going down the valley. '

Mr. Smith took for Iu.h text:

He said above two months ago uii .Sun- 
day morning he took up Tlie Culonist and 
found it draped in black, and rend with 
horror that the president had been assas- 
sinated. That morning he announced to 
his congregation that he would the fol- 
lowing Sunday inijirovc the painful event. 
Before night lie learned that tl'.e [)reKi- 
dent wan yet alive, .-lud with gladness re- 
called the announceiuent. Since then, in 
common with millions of tho civilizetl 
world, ho had hoped against hope that 
the wound would not prove fatal. With 
deep sorrow he must now attempt to ful- 
fil the promise then made. lie (juoted 
the text because it was customary, but 
not with a view to .^ny exposition of i'. 
"P'fi^iwor^B suggest the subject which now 
proaaes upon all hearts. A nation around 
the bier of its honored chief, ami the 
world looks on sorrowfully. Tho flags 
half-masted convey but a faint idea of 
our deep 3yni[)athy. ( )n such an occasion 
wo first think of tlio In.ss .■justaincd. Hu- 
manly speaking huw great the loss to hnn- 
aolf. He was a man i.f great reserve 
power. By his force of charaeler ho raised 
himself to perhaps the highest position a 
man can fill because it was not tho mere 
accident of birth, but depended on tho 
votes of his countrymen. When tho 
prize of lawful ambition v.'as won, bring- 
mg him info association [with tho most 



distinguished men and opening to 
him the noblest sjihere, it is sad to 
tkink it was so rudely snatchoil away. 
Then what might ho not have acccm- 
pliahed 1 He had but equipped himself 
and gathered the materkls foi- tho work 
of life. A few men leave their impress 
upon tho .ages— the breadth and beauty of 
that impression may be inferred from 
the magnificent proportions of the man. 
And how great the loss to his now widowed 
wife. A man's hopes centre in a profes- 
sion, a woman's in marriage; and the glory 
of her husband is her felicity, Lucretia 
Rudolph's maiden heart glowed with in- 
nocent pride when young Ciartield, who 
bocanio janitor of the college in order to 
obtain an educiition, was eUicted tn its 
chair. That elation grew more and more 
intense as he rose by rapid step-s to great- 
ness, becoming at the ago of 28 a senator 
of Ohio, Soon a victorious general nt the 
army.Uhen a senator of the United States, 
and lastly tho chief magistrate of his 
country. But what a reverse wa.s in stcjie 
for the tender wife. On the tunruiug of 
tho 2nd of July she was awakened from 
lier dream of happiness Ijy tlie tidings that 
her husband had been shot by a villain. 
Following this the long agony by his bed- 
side, then the last parting with his fast- 
sinking spirit, and the despairing wail 
"Why was this wrong done to me!" We 
from afar clasp her to tlie heart of sym- 
pathy; but she is the ward of a magnani- 
mous people. The greatest lo.ss is that 
of the nation. He was the friend of educa- 
tion ; having obtained it himself with great 
difficulty, it was his delight, to use his 
own words, to capture young men who 
needed it. What might not have resulted 
friun his powerful patronage ! Ho w.as 
the cliampion of liberty. Ilia most elo- 
quent speeches were aimed at slavery. 
He was tho first general officer who re- 
fused to deliver up fugitive slaves, and he 
did so at the risk of being courtmartialed. 
His speech in Congress on the motion of 
.-Vlexander Long of Ohio, to reoonni/.e the 
Southern Confederacy, will nevei' be for- 
gotten by tlioae who heard it. lie was 
the purest patriot. On the breaking out of 
tho war, when the first call for troops 
was made, ho jumped to his feet in the 
senate of his native State and moved that 
20,000 inen,and |S;!,000, 000 of money be the 
quota of the State. Consulting the Book, 
he took command of a regiment, mastered 
military maiuuuvres by arraing blocks as 
otlicers, he hastened to tho field, and won 
in the first conflict at Middle Creek — 
a splendid victory. He was .soon appoint- 
ed a major-general of the army, but at the 
urgent request of Mr. Lincoln'' he took 
his place in the senate to which he had 
been elected in his absence, and 
devoted hiniself to tlie vigorous 
carrying out of the war measures of the 
government. He was an eminent states- 
man. Having served on tho war com 
mittee, tho most important, he declined 
a re-appointment to it that ho might 
study tinance which he felt was to bo the 
great question of the future, and his 
speeches have become authority on that 
most ])orplexing matter of statecraft. He 
was an honest man. The L'nited Slates 
have given to the world many iMble men 
wliose names have become historic, but 
Mr. fiariield is second to none. 

Still further the loss is worldwide. Free 
institutions have boon on their trial 
in tho Republic. With the growth of in- 
telligence men begin to question the right 
of birth to rule. Tho experiment of 
self government in the States is having 
many observers. Right nobly has it 
stood the test, passing through the strife 
of civil war to victory, exasporatod by 
outside unfriendliness, counsels of peace 
prevailed, wounded to the quiek^ by the 
martyrdom of Lincoln constitutional au- 
thority took its course. With Mr. Gar- 
field at ihe helm there was little to fear. 
The swarming populations of Eunqie are 
seoking a homo iu the States and in the 
neighboring provinces of tho Dominion. 
The older countries are interested in the 
destinies of their sons. Their Uvea, pro- 
perty and rights wore safe tinder the 
guiding spirit of Mr. Garfield. Withava t 
territory, 50,000,000 of peoijle, couuuerce j 
second only to Cireat Britain, and , 
a wonderful national vitality the 
United States cannot be overlooked 
in the councils of nations. Her 
voice must be heard iu the diplomacy 
of civilizition . With a Garfield to shape 
the "whisper of the throne" tho nations 
might rest sure of a wise, firm, and ' 
just p(jlicy. Christianity also feels the 
loss we m lurn to-day. In early life lie 
became a member of the church of the 
disciples and remained in its communion 
until death. Its refusal to formulate a 
creed perhaps suited his breadth of mind. 
He woidd not attend his denominational 
college cliielly because he wished to gain 
a knowledge of tho religious views of 
others. His sympathies, like these of his 
Master, were wide as the race, and men 
of different faiths would have found in 
him a friend. The manner of his taking 
oft' is a matter for painful reflection. As 
Kissination has not always been consider- 
ed a crime, but in tliis case it was one of 
tho foule.<t. There wore no grievous p'ilj- 
lic wrongs pressing on the heart of the 
people. Assassination is never the pro- 
duct of a single mind, though it is often 
of a spirit more or less prevalent. Tin? 
tho work of one hand. It is the outcome 
late Cz;ir of Russia was the victim v! the 
hatred of despotism smouldering at the 
heart of the masses. It was the spirit of 
slavery maddened by despairinii hate 
that struck down Abraham Lincoln. 
Mr. (iarfield fell a sacrifice to the vicious j 
political princi[)le3 that to the victors be- 
long the spoils. Instead of elections turn- 
ing upon <|U03tioiis uf the jjublic weal they 
liecaijie a war of the passions; instead of 
being a school of patrotism they became 
an arena of cupidity. Messrs, Arthur, 
Conkling and Piatt had no thought of 
violence; but they .should have known 
that the party had a wide fringe 
of the baser sort who would not 
scruple at crime for gain. Morbid, im- 
pecunious place-seekers who might reason 
that a single bullet would raise a faction 
leader to the chair ofstatc,and cause a now 
deal of officers when a prize might fall to 
them. Here we trace the rise of the fa- 
tal deed which plungeda nation into mourn- 
ing. We must now turn for a moment to 
the conceivaldc results of this dread cala- 
mity. Dark as it is to our view, it must 
have a divine side, or Providence can give 
it one. Tho ovil in which the crime orig- 
inated will be brought home vividly to tho 
minds of the people. Introduced by Gen. 
Jackson in 1820, both parties have cher- 
ished it, and with what humiliating re- 
sults. Bribes accepted, elections coerced, 
needless offices multiplied, revenue pillag- 
ed to the tunc of sixteen millions a year, 
tlie cost of collection at least five times 
greater than in Great Britain, scandals 
which have been enough to disgrace re- 
publicianism in the eyes of the world. 
Good men have blushed, but now they 
weep; tho inonatcr has at last reached the 
vitals. Tho dovoted mother is bereft of 
her son for whom she sufl'ercd so much. 
Tho widow bewails her irreparable loss. 
Tho princeliest of men is on the bier, 
emaciated beyond recognition, his noble 
heart still, and his eloquent tongue hushed 
forever. Wluit will that people do ( Taxed 
without representation they heaved over 



tho merchandise. Prevented by state 
rights from helping the oppressed, they 
built the underground railway; fired on in 
Fort Sumpter the cry to arms resouuded 
through the land. Wliat will come of 
this death scene. Another result will be 
the unifying of tho people. The election 
of Mr. Garfield had this efl'ect. South 
and North greeted: Republican and 
Democrat shook hands; but nothing 
cements like sorrow. Parents forget their 
ditlereiices beside the coffined corpse of a 
mutually loved child, men have prophesied 
difiiculty; they do not understand human 
nature, the country will take kindly to 
Mr. Arthur, parties will be compliant. 
Then tho world is brought into sympathy. 
Tho report of tho foul deed 
fell like a knell upon tho ears of civiliza- 
tion, never had bedside so many watchers 
nor funeral so vast a concourse. I speak 
at least for those in British posses- 
sions Avhon I say that wo are one 
in lineage, bound by ties of kinshin, but 
now wo are one in sorrow. Wliat now 
will be tho immediate etTect upon the na- 
tion ! I cannot better give my opinion 
than in the words of General Gartfeld in 
a liko'crisis: '•Clouds and darkness are 
round aboat liirn. His pavilion is dark 
waters and thick clouds of tho sky. Jus- 
ti :e and judgment are the establishment 
of His throne; righteousness and peace 
shall go before Him; God reigns and the 
government at Washington still lives." 

The accomplished scholar, the pure pa- 
triot, tho wise statesman, the humble 
Christian lies cold in death. What mon- 
ument will bo reared I know not, but 
more honorablo than a name inscribed in 
Westminster Abbey; more enduring than 
a marble obelisk, his memory is embalm- 
ed iu tho heart of humanity. .\nd when 
birtli and rank and place and success 
yield to worth, high up on tho pillar of 
faaae shall be graven the name, James 
.-Vbram Garfield. What means this great 
sorrow. "Heliiml tho vail, behind tho 
vail." 

Board of Soloeratos Mooting'. 

A special meeting of the Board of Dele- 
gates was held last evening. Present : 
President Leslie, in tho chair, and dele- 
gates Gicgcr, Wilson, Jcnkinson, Hay- 
ward, Sylvester and Huxtable. 

President Leslie stated that the object 
of the meeting was to consider the decis- 
ion of the Chief Justice in tho mandamus 
case. 

Delegate Sylvester moved that a former 
resolution of the Board relative to the 
issuing of certificates of inomborship be 
reeonsiilered. Seconded and carried. 

Delegate Sylvester then moved that the 
certificates bearing date 12th April bo 
cancelled, and that certificates dated .'tOth 
March be issued. 

Soconiled by del. Wilson. 

Del. Hayward did not think it iieuei 
sary that the mntion should bo put. The 
certificates should issue ah heretofore and 
be dated ;K)th ftrarcli. 

Del. Joiikinson had carefully looked 
through the by-laws and constitution of 
the U. H. it L. Co., and read a clause 
bearing on is.siiing of tho certiticates. He 
wanted the law carried out in its integ- 
rity. He w.inted no compromise. 

Del. Wilson a.-sked Del. Jenkinson toread 
the whole of the dooision and comment 
upon it. 

Del. Sylvester wanted to rectify the 
mistake made on the 12tli .-Vpril. 

The president did not want any child's play 
in the matter. He hoped that the dignity 
of tho several companies would be uphold. 

Del. U.ayward considered the resolution 
entirely out of place. It was the duty of 
the secretary to issim certificates as soon 
as the constitution is signed by newly 
elected membors. g 

Del. Wilson thought tiiat the Boaad had 
had law but not justice. If there were 
a full bench of judges in town he would 
go in for appealing the case. It was his 
opinion that in three months one half of 
tne new members of the U. 11. & L. Co. 
would be out of it. They had been elect- 
ed f(n' political purposes and for nothing 
else. Many of them were cripples and 
not able to do duty as firemen. 

Del. .lenkiusoii wanted the names of 
those that were not fit for duty. 

Del. Sylvester remarked that two wrongs 
did not make a right. A wrong had been 
done and he now wanted to set that wrong 
right by issuing cerificates of an earlier 
date than the 12tli April. 

Tho vote on being put waa a tie: Ayes, 
Delegates Goiger, Wilson and Sylvester. 
Noes, Delegatus Jenkinson, Hayward and 
Huxtable. The president gave his casting 
vote in favor of the motion and it was car- 
ried. 

The secretary Rt;ited that two members 
elected in the -May last had ai)plied for 
the right to vote at the forthcoming elec- 
tion and had been refused. 

Del. Sylveater said that as the present 
meeting was called for a special pur|)ose 
that question could not be discussed. 
Whatever the law might be he certainly 
would not stultify himself by saying that 
they had a right to vote. 

Del. Goiger made a few remarks on the 
same subject and the meeting adjoiiriiod.
